EXPLOSION IN GERMAN 
FACTORY KILLS TWELVE 
AND INJURES EIGHT

Berlin, Feb, 26—At least 12 men 
were killed and eight others fatally in- 
jured today in an explosion, which de- 
stroyed an extensive aniline dye fac- 
tory in Rummelsburg, a suburb. 

There were 400 employees in the 
building at the time of the explosion 
which was heard all over Berlin. 

The firemen were unable to enter the 
building owing to the poisonous fumes 
and it was impossible to ascertain the 
full extent of the disaster. 


MOVEMENT TO ABOLISH 
GERMAN “SABRE RULE” 
IN THE ARMY BEATEN 


Berlin, Feb, 26.—The movement in 
the German Imperial _parliament to 
abolish “Sabre rule,” by the army, 
collapsed today. The dissolution was 
announced of the committee by. con- 
sidering various bills for prohibiting 
the intervention of the military with- 
out a requisition from the civil author- 
ities forbidding the use of arms by 
the soldiery, except in self defence and 
subjecting soldiers to Civil jurisdiction. 

A majority of the committee com- 
posed of conservatives, clericals and 
liberals, voted against the proposed 
measures. 

The introduction of the bill was 
brought about by the violent recent 
encounters between military and 
civilian’ authorities at Zabern-Alsace. 

The government, however, an- 
nounced a few days ago that such leg- 
islation was beyond the powers of the 
parliament as it involved a constitu- 
tional amendment, which was opposed 
by the government.

Think Labor ~ Question Would 
Be More Efficiently 
Handled, 


Saskatoon will be the convention city 
next year for the western section of 
the national association of builders ex- 
changes, a8 well as the western paint- 
ers and decorators association, The 
painters chose the “Hub city" on Tues- 
day and this morning the builders de- 
cided on’Saskatoon, the only other’ one 
considered betng Vancouver, but the 
B. C, metropolis {fs not yet a member 
of the association and therefore was 
not as hig a favorite as Saskatoon. 

- Officers for the year were chosen as 
follows: Honorary. president, W. J. 
Davidson, Winnipeg; president, C, R, 
Frost, Edmonton; first vice-president, 
J, P, O'Leary, Saskatoon; second vice- 
president, Jos. Bourgeault, Winnipeg; 
honorary secretary-treasurer, <A. M, 
Frith, Edmonton. Mr, Frith will select 
t secretary-treasurer to assist him with 
the work of the association. 

The other matters discussed at this 
morning’s convention were of a more 
or less internal character, resolutions 
were adopted favoring stricter enforce- 
ment of the Mechanic’s Lien act and 
Workmen's Compensation act, the es- 
tablishment of technical schools by the 
provincial departments of education in 
the west and urging the dominion gov- 
ernment to take into Its own hands the 
control of employment agencies. The 
resolution is as follows: 

“We regret to say that none of the 
Western provincial houses of parlia- 
ment have manifested any sincerity 
in carrying out the several amend- 
ments to the Mechanics’ Lien and 
Workmens’ Compensation acts, as 
asked for by the individual exchanges, 
as well as the provincial bodies dur- 
ing the last year, 

“While we do not hold out much or 
any hope that these questions will be 
taken hold) of and dealt with in an 
impartial and fair spirit, we would 
nevertheless urge upon the provin- 
cjal exchanges to keep importuning 
their respective governments to amend 
these acts as have been asked for 
many years without avail. 

“Whereas, the need for technical 
education is urgent for the better 
equipment of young men and women 
of our provinces, and whereas, these 
schools have been established as part 
of the educational system In many 
countries of the world, be it therefore 
resolved that we urge upon our pro- 
vincial governments the establishment 
of technical schools throughout the 
country at the earliest possible date. 

“Whereas, the employment agencies 
throughout the country are conduct- 
ed by private individuals. almost 
wholly without any authoritative con- 
trol, and whereas in many cases un- 
scrupulous contractors of labor have 
taken advantage of the ignorance and 
helplessness of unsuspecting seekers 
of employment, thereby entailing 
much financial loss and deception of 
this class of peoplé, and whereas, we 
believe that this condition of affairs 
should not exist, but should be under 
federal control, be is resolved . . . 
that we petition the Dominion govern- 
ment to take over complete con- 
trol of the labor bureau question by 
placing them under the guidance of 
u federal officer, or officers, to be 
operated free of charg to seekers to 
employment throtghout the Domin- 
ion, so as to eliminate loss of time 
and money, and make for more effi- 
cient handling of the Jabor question.”

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SIR JOnN TENNIEL, 
ENGLAND'S GREAT 
CARTOONIST, DEAD 


Was Originator of Political 
Cartoon Which He Drew 
For Fifty Years, 


SKETCHES A BIG FACTOR 
IN DECIDING MANY EVENTS 


Was Totally Blind for Some 
Years—94 Years Old 
at Death, ¢ 


London, Feb. 26,—Sir John. Tenniel, 
for many decades the leading British 
cartoonist, died today at the age of 04. 
He was the dean of the world's great 


political cartoonists, 

Tenniel held the record for continu- 
Fifty years were spent 
with searcely a holiday, as cartoonist 
for London Punch. His pencil pleased 
millions, He set the principle of the 
political cartoons so firmly that it has 
adopted the world over. His keen poll- 
tical! foresight was worked out In more 
than 2,000 sketches, touching upon, and 


perhaps deciding the great world 
events during the last half of the 19th 
century, Queen Victoria received the 
famous cartoonist and in 1893 knighted 
him for his services to his country. 
Illustrated Aesops Fables. 

His first great achievement as an 
illustrator was in his youth when he 
figuratively stepped Into the hearts of 
all nations as illustrator of ‘Aesops 
Fables," and won even more fame as 
the original illustrator of Lewis Car- 
rol’s “Alice in Wonderland." 

“Do they suppose there Is anything 
funny about me?" was his answer to 
the offer to join Punch, In 1851, He 
had7Just submitted his design for 
frescoes in the palace of Westminster. 
It was with reluctance that he gave 
up hix ambition to be a great painter, 
and accepted the offer. ;%s. 

Itusk{n once said that the cartoonist 
Might have won renown as a painter, 
and added “Terniel has much of the 
symbolic mystery of imagination which 
belonged to the great leaders of classic 
art,” 

Forecasted Political Events. 

Tenniel was a wizard in forecasting 
political events. He and his associates 
would gather on Wednesday at. the 
famous round table of the Punch staff 
and discuss the subject of the cartoon 
for the next week’s issue. Thus they 
had to decide a week in advance what 
was to be the outcome of current poll- 
tical troubles. In all his half century 
of service Tenniel, it is suid, made but 
one false prophecy. 

It was during the rebellion in Sudan. 

Yoneral Gordon and his army were be- 
seiged in Khartum. A British army 
was marching to the rescue, The next 
issue of Punch showed Tenniel’s car- 
toon, picturing Gordon clasping the 
hand of the relieving general with the 
army of relief in the background, Tie 
title read: “At last.” 

The Journal was scarecly on the 
news stands when word came that 
Khartum had fallen, and Gordon and 
his garrison massacred. 

A Famous Cartoon 

Tennlel created a furore during the 
Mason and Slidell affair in 1861-when 
the United ‘States was forced in the 
interests of peace to give way to Eng- 
land, Mason and Slidell, appointed 
by the confederate government to rep- 
resent it in England and France, were 
seized on board an English mail steam- 
er by Captain Wilkes of the United 
States sloop Gan Jacinto, and Great 
Britain forthwith demanded their re- 
lease. Punch gloated over the episode 
and Tennlel pictured Lincoln In a car- 
toon as a coon up a tree, Beneath 
stood John Bull with a gun. Tho 
legend ran} 

Coon—“Air you In earnest, Colonel?” 

John Bull—“I am." 

Coon—-"Don't fire, I'll come down.” 

One of his most celebrated cartoons 
wns that depicting Bismark as the) 
pilot leaving the German ship of state 
when the then young emperor took the 
helm.

Was Totally Blind 

Sir John was a typical old world 
gentleman—born in London 1n_ 1820, 
During the latter part of his life he 
became totally blind. Even during his 
service on Punch he had the use of) 
but one eye. The other was lost dur- 
ing his youth while fencing with his 
father. He bore his affliction phil- 
osophically. In referring to it on one 
occasion he remarked: “Jt Is a curt- 
ous thing, Isn't it, that two of the 
principal men of Punch, Du Maurier, 
author of ‘trily,’ and I have one two 
eyes between us,

Justice.Stuart, to the effect that 
he had been offered a bribe in 
connection with the white slave 
case, In which George Cameron 
had been found guilty. Before 
passing sentence upon the pris- 
oner this morning, Justice Stu- 
art said that his sympathies had 
been with tha woman, Mrs, 
Cameron until she had attempt- 
ed to bribe him last night. 

(t appears that Cameron's 
wife paid the justice a visit at 
the court last evening and stat- 
ed to him the fact that her 
brother-in-law was worth all 
kinds of money, and forwarded 
the suggestion to the justice 
that it would be made worth his © 
while if a jail sentence were 
not passed upon the prisoner 
Cameron or that instead of a 
jail sentence being passed upon 
him, that the court impose a 
fine, which would readily be met 
by the said brother-in-law, 

Justice Stuart made some 
very severe criticisms upon the 
conduct of the woman, in of- 
fering a bribe, and needless to 
say’, the offer was not for one 
moment conisdered, and the 
prisoner ‘Cameron drew the 
maximum penalty of the law, 
two years, for the offence on 
which he was charged. 
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Today was “sentence day” at the 
supreme criminal court, before Justice 
Stuart. Five sentences of varying 
length were handed out as follows: 
Percy Tamblyn on a charge of procur- 
ing and carnal knowledge was sen- 
tenced to five years on the first charge 
and two years on the second in the 
Alberta penitentiary, sentences to run 
concurrently. George Cameron was

The crowd on arrival was met by 
Mayor W. J. McNamara of Edmonton 
and Mayor H. A. Sinnott of Calgary, 
who had gone up in an automobile. 
The chief magistrates of Alberta's pre- 
miler cities were then given a position 
{n the center of the crowd and three 
photographs taken, Then Mr, Henry 
proceeded to show th visitors around 
the big plant. 

250,000 Bricks a Day 

They looked the works and machin- 
ery over from one end to the other, 
find saw many things Interesting not 
only to the men versed in the art of 
making brick out of clay, but to 
everyone in the party. It was ex- 
plained that the plant had been start- 
ed five years ago with a capacity of 
42,000 bricks a day and grown gradu- 
ally till now {ts capacity was 250,00 
a day. Every cent of the $250,000 In- 
vested in {t was Edmonton capital, 
and W. J. Magrath, who was called on 
to say a few words, sald that he under- 
stood that it was the largest Individual 
Plant west of Chicago, 

Mayors McNamara and Sinnott, of 
course, had to say something before 
the train could start back, and they 
made brief but appropriate addresses. 
Mr. McNamara was proud to be able 
to say that Edmonton had a plant of 
this kind, of which he had not been 
at all aware till then, while Mr. Sin- 
hott sald ho believed the two citles 
at the foot of the mountains had a 
future ahead of them probably greater 
than any othor In Canada,

The clay products men espectally 
were deeply impressed with the size 
and modernness of the plant. They

13 4 party of Mexican federal soldiers 
appeared on the island) and shouted 
to Vergara who was standing on the 
bank of the river on the American side 
to come to the island and recelve pay 
for the horses which had been taken, 
Contrary to the remonstrances of his 
family to desist {n his decision to ge 
to the island, Vergara ventured over, 

i Reported to Washington, 

After being enticed to the island 
and still being on the American side 
he was struck in the back of the head, 
dragged to a boat and then taken to the 
Mexican side, after which he | was 
rushed to Hidalgo Jail. 

The news of the capture was brought 
to Laredo soon afterwards and United 
States Consul Garrett reported the kid- 
napping to Washington, The United 
States government at once demanded 
the release of the kidnapped man, and 
soon thereafter the Mexican federal 
military commander of Piedra Negras 
ordered the release of Vergara. Now it 
developes that instead of releasing him 
the federals executed their captive by 
riddling him with bullets and then 
hanging his lifeless body to a tree,

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IS BENNETT PLANNING 
A BULL MOOSE MOVEMENT? 

Is Richard Borden Bennett going to lead a Bull Moose 
movement in the conservative party: 

This is a question which is at the present pela 
agitating the minds of conservative parliamentarians a 
Ottawa, and the indications are that the answer will be in 

» affirmative. ; 

“a All who are familiar with the incidents will remember 
that when Mr. Bennett left Alberta politics and went to 
Ottawa it was generally expected throughout the west that 
his abilities would be properly recognized by the Borden 
vovernment. But in the subsequent proceedings, as 1s Now 
well known throughout the dominion, Bennett SY 
received courtesy. In the making of the cabinet the question 
was not how to include Bennett, but how to keep him oul, | 
and in order to accomplish this his law partner, Lougheed, a 
senator who is notoriously unpopular, was taken in, thereby 
precluding the possibility of a second Calgary man in the 
cabinet. : 

That this must have rankled Bennett it is only natural 
to suppose. But the worst was yel to come. In his ante- 
election promises, Borden had paraded through the west with 
the statement that if elected he would take steps within 24 
hours to restore the resources to western provinces. Bennett, 
of course, looked for the fulfilment of that promise, but all 
his protestations, later backed by the pilgrimage from Alberta, 
have been impotent to move the hand of Rogers off the 
resources, and there seems less chance of fulfilment than ever. 
Added to this, Bennett has declared, guardedly, it is true, 
but neverthless unmistakably, that the time has arrived to 
consider the claims of the west for free wheat, and it is an 
open secret that he disagrees emphatically with the party 
leaders who are taking the conservative party, on this, and 
many other questions, so far out of line with western public 
opinion. 

Bennett is sufficiently astute to realize that a continua- 
tion of the arrogant refusal of the conservative party to give 
the west justice is going to make it very difficult to secure any 
conservative seats in the west, and he quite evidently sees 
little honor and glory in following sheepishly behind a party 
which does not represent his opinions. 

Added to this, there is the opportunity furnished for a 
break in the Canadian Northern loan proposal, As is now 
becoming pretty thoroughly recognized throughout the 
dominion, the Borden government has gotten its tail inlo a 
crack. It has god-fathered and wet-nursed the C. N, R. up 
to the point where the promoters now come back to the 
government and say that unless they are allowed to again 
tap the treasury and draw off twenty-five more iniilions the 
project will come to a standstill and along with it no doubt a 
list of banks and similar institutions which have become 
involved in the ambitious scheme will be very seriously 
embarrassed. Borden has his choice between handing over 
the money or inviting disaster, and he is undoubtedly predis- 
posed toward the potiatch. 

But Bennett takes no such view. Evidences from 
Ottawa continue to accumulate that he is out with his war 
paint on to fight the loan bill and that he cares little how far 
it causes him to split from his party. He is. reported to have 
the backing of a number of heretofore docile conservatives, 
including Stevens, of Vancuover, and the redoubtable Barney 
Hepburn of Prince Edward, as well as a number of others 
whose positions are much the same as that of Bennett. 

In the meantime, the outcome is breathlessly awaited by 
the politicians, every one of whom is thoroughly convinced 
that if Bennett concludes to go through there will be some 
interesting developments indeed.

Barly the following morning, 
at a little after two, the Canadians 
were ordered to leave the shelter of the 
trench and advance upon the foe, Hold- 
ing on to each other to prevent them- 
selves from becoming separated in the 
darkness, the Canadians reached o 
point within 65 yards of Cronje's 
trenches before they were discovered. 
A few scattering shots broke the still- 
ness of the night, and then a concerted 
rifle fire was turned upon the attack- 
iig party from a line of Boer trenches 
600 yards long, Lying prone in the 
darkness, the Canadians were as cool 
as veterans, and returned the fire with 
deadly accuracy, While the front rank 
fought, the rear rank worked feverishly 
on a new trench, and by the coming of 
day the Canadians were firmly en- 
trenched in a commanding position. 
The white flag went up from the near- 
est Boer trench, and 200 of the enemy 
surrendered to the Canadians, Cronje 
realized that it was useless to fight 
longer, and on Feb 27, the anniversary
